BROADVIEW, Ill. — With re- 
tail buyers already served by 
Krups, Braun, Rowenta and 
Melitta, do merchants have room 
for another German appliance 
supplier? Robert Bosch Corp. 
thinks so. 

In fact, executives at the com- 
pany are hoping the widening 
distribution of such resources as 
Braun and Melitta, which are 
heavily sold to mass merchants, 
could give it just the opening it 
needs in better channels, includ- 
ing department stores and 
specialty gourmet stores, where 
it resolutely promises to limit its 
own sales. 

“We think we're an effective 
alternative for a buyer secking a 
fresh German name,’ said 
Bernard von der Licth, Bosch’s 
national sales manager. 

Although Bosch kitchen elec- 
trics have made their way to 
U.S. shores previously with lim- 
ited success, the company is now 
moying into the market in a 
serious — but carefully measured 
— manner. Management, which 
expects Bosch to compete most 
closely for placement against 
Krups, plans to build its busi- 
ness slowly. 

Executives report signing on 
21 different manufacturers’ rep- 
resentatives groups and winning 
initial placement with such 
high-end chains as  Bloom- 
ingdale’s, Burdines and Bull- 
ock’s. This year, Bosch hopes to 
add another four or five sizable 
department store chains and per- 
haps 200 gourmet shops to its 
customer list. 

“We're not greedy. We’re 
willing to be very patient and 
wait for retailers to decide 
they’re ready for us,” von der 
Lieth said. Bosch, he added, was 
10 percent ahead of its 1988 sales 
Projection through 
mid-December. 

With several products making 
debuts at this week’s housewares 
show, Bosch management insists 
the company can become a major 
force in small electrics on this 
side of the Adantic within time. 

At this week’s housewares 
show, Bosch is unveiling an 
electronic hand mixer, its 
smallest-ever food processor, a 
cool-wall toaster and three new 
irons. 

The new hand mixer, priced to 
retail at $59, is reported to be so 
strong that it can mix bread 
when fitted with a dough hook. 
Even more unusual are electronic 
sensors designed to judge re- 
sistance to the blades and 
provide the power necessary to 
keep the blades moving at a 
constant speed. The product is 
slated to ship in April. 

The irons, priced from $49 to 
$79 at retail, have chrome-plated 
sole plates and an extra-steam 
feature. Carrying a $50 retail, 
the toaster not only features a 
long, extra-wide slot, but also an 
automatic centering device and a 
flip-up bun warmer. 

Bosch’s mighty Kitchen Ma- 
chine, which mixes, grinds, pro- 
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its kitchen electrics in dept. stores 


cesses and blends all in one unit, 
is so big that it will accommodate 
up to 12 pounds of bread dough 
at a time. Priced as high as $599, 
however, von der Licth doesn’t 
believe conventional retail chan- 
nels are ready for it. “‘It really 
needs to be demonstrated to be 
sold,’’ he said, adding ‘‘eventu- 
ally it may sell as a specialty item 
in U.S. stores, replacing the 
KitchenAid and Cuisinart in 
some kitchens.’’ 

In the meantime, Bosch is 
actively selling the Bosch 


Lucerne, which handles just four 
pounds of bread dough and lists 
at $299 (dealer cost is $149), and 
the Dusseldorf, which takes 
three pounds of dough and lists 
at $229. To round out its line, 
the company will introduce an 
even smaller food processor at 
the Housewares Show, 
advertised to be slightly larger 
than Cusinarts’ Little Pro, priced 
at $99. 

The company’s biggest busi- 
ness, however, is in cof- 
feemakers, and Bosch offers a

Mauro: It sounds difficult. 

Cannon: It is. and also very time consuming. 
We would like to pre-test every question, but 
often time doesn’t permit. Our experience level 
now after five years of development is quite 
high. We rarely need to rewrite a questionnaire 
from scratch. We did in the beginning rely 
heavily on help from market research special- 
ists. Now. however. we can generally do them 
ourselves. 


Mauro: How is what you call human factors re- 
search different from market research? 

Cannon: It’s very different. Rarely does market 
research attempt to identify user needs. Market 
research generally does two things. First, it de- 
fines the potential market in terms of size, geo- 
graphic distribution and demographic charac- 
Teristics. and second, it often strives to evaluate 
products after they are well developed. It eval- 
uates the product in terms of consumer reac- 
tion to appearance and lists of characteristics. 
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Super 8 time-lapse camera in natural light was - 


used to film actual meals, an examination of 
how mothers and infants used spoons. trays. 
bibs. food-warming trays and two grinders. 
Mothers feeding infants and older infants be- 
ginning to feed themselves were recorded. 

All this time the literature search continued. 
We found a very good book. Feeding Behavior 
of Infants (Lippincott), printed in 1937, which 
had photographic references on how infants 
perform various functions. 


Mauro: Tom, the last (wo points I have found 
very difficult for designers to understand.

In 
many cases, sales for a bride’s “paper 
trousseau” have amounted to a thousand 
dollars. 

Because the lovely things the bride 
places on her table will become the 
heirlooms of her children and grand- 
children, the bridal consultant should be 
an expert in the art of tabletop coordi- 
nation. No bride should leave the store 
without some knowledge of the products 
she has chosen. This information should 
be used as a selling tool, as the consultant 
points out the advantages of each selec- 
tion. The magic of color can be a silent 
salesman. The more experienced the 
bridal consultant becomes in mixing and 
matching colors, the more positive her 
approach can be towards tabletop mer- 
chandising. A good investment for any 
store 1s an assortment of linens in rustic, 
informal and formal styles. Since linens 
provide the canvas for the finished pic- 
ture (the tabletop), care should be ex- 
ercised in using the right texture as well 
as the right color. 

Once the bride makes her final deci- 
ston, it is the duty of the consultant to list 
the choices in the store’s bridal registry 
properly. For the customer, the bridal 
registry is the ideal way of choosing ex- 
actly what the bride needs and wants. In 
addition to listing the bride’s preferences 
in dinnerware, stemware and flatware, 
professional consultants ask for a gift 
preference list which helps ensure 
“wanted” gifts and eliminates duplica- 
tion. 


Key to Success 


Often the bridal consultant makes the 
difference between profit and loss in the 
bridal department of gift and jewelry 
specialty stores. She is as important as a 
boss, as versatile as a mother. She is the 
one who relieves the bride of indecision 
and fear by simply saying, “Don’t 
worry! Let me do that for you. All you 
have to do is tell me your problem.” 
Depending on store policy, she either 
directs the wedding personally or pro- 
vides enough in-store consultation to 
make the wedding a perfect reflection of 
the bride’s wishes. She can be found in 
the city or the small towns, but wherever 
she is, she is undoubtedly busy helping 
others.

Where to 
Get Capital 


By Edward O. Kallmann 


A business that operates entirely on it 
own capital is rare indeed. Funds from 
outside sources can vary from simple 
trade credit to complicated loan or equity 
arrangements. The purpose of this ar- 
ticle is to review the various methods oi 
securing funds for use in a business. 

Trade credit is a source of funds that 
is probably the most prevalent. Practi- 
cally every business gets some credit 
from suppliers. In effect, the supplier 1 
temporarily placing asset value in thc 
hands of his customer for a period cf 
time, represented by the terms of sal. 
On terms of 2 percent 10 days, net 30 
days, the buyer has the option to pay :: 
ten days and deduct 2 percent discoum' 
or to delay payment to the maturity date 
30 days, and pay net. On a purchase - 
$500, the buyer can earn $10 if he pav: 
in ten days; or if he decides to pass ° 
discount, he will have the use of $490 t« 
an extra 20 days. On an annual basis 
the buyer is paying 2.04 percent for 1: 
use of $490 for 20 days. On an annua 
basis, loss of the discount is more than * 
percent. In the event, however, that tte 
buyer abuses his trade credit and tak: 
60 days, he gets 50 days extra, maku. 
the cost of losing his discount 14.8 per- 
cent at an annual rate. 

While trade credit is an excellent 
source of funds, its abuse througi

This invention relates to new and useful improve- 
ments in table forks. 

One object of the invention is the provision of 
a table fork having a plurality of laterally aligned 
tines in each of a plurality of tiers, 

Another object of the invention is to form the 
plurality of tiers of tines so that the same cooper- 
ate to facilitate picking up food. 

Still another object of the invention is to provide 
an auxiliary tier of tines adjustably securable on 
known forks, 

For further comprehension of the invention, and 
of the objects and advantages thereof, reference 
will be had to the following description and ac- 
companying drawings, and to the appended claims 
in which the various novel features of the inven- 
tion are more particularly set forth, 

In the accompanying drawings forming a mate- 
tial part of this disclosure: 


Fig. 1 is a plan view of a fork constructed in ; 


accordance with one form of the invention. 

Fig. 2 is a sectional view on line 2—2 of Fig. 1. 

Fig. 3 is a side elevation of a modified fork 
constructed in accordance with the said one form 
of the invention. 

Fig. 4 is a plan view of a fork constructed in 
accordance with a modified form of the invention, 

Fig. 5 is a sectional view on line 5—5 of Fig. 4. 

Fig. 6 is a plan view of a fork constructed in 
accordance with another form of the invention. 

Fig. 7 is a side elevational view of Fig. 6. 

Fig. 8 is a Perspective view of an attachment 
adjustably securable on known forks. 

Fig..9 is a fragmentary plan view of a fork with 
said attachment secured thereto, 

Fig. 10 is a sectional view on line 10—10 of 
Fig. 9.

of the invention consists in modifying an ordinary 
fork to include a plurality of tines in each of two

The construction is such that the auxiliary tier 
of tines ]]' greatly facilitates the Picking up of 
ce. tain foods such as spaghetti and the like; and, 
du “o the fact that the modified tines 1}’ are sub- 
st: ..tially parallel to the unmodified tines, the fork 
mity safely be inserted into the user’s mouth. That 
is, the modified tines cannot injure the lips of the 
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user. 

This form of the invention is adaptable to any 
sort of fork as is indicated in Fig. 3, wherein the 
modified fork includes a wood, plastic or bone 
handle 12. 

In some instances it is inconvenient to provide 
an auxiliary tier of tines in the manner described 
above. To care for such instances, the modified 
forms of the invention illustrated in Figs. 4-7 are 
provided. 

Referring to Figs. 4 and 5, there is shown a fork 
13 having a plurality of tines 14 of the usual 
sort. Secured to the under side of the fork at 
about the base line of said tines are a pair of 
shorter auxiliary tines 15, one beneath each of the 
outermost tines 14. The means of securing said 
auxiliary tines to the fork preferably is welding 
or soldering and indicated at 16. The auxiliary 
tines 15 are curved upward toward the main tines 
14 in suchwise that the points thereof are directed 
toward the latter tines. 

This form of the Invention, it will readily be 
seen, is possessed of the same desirous features 
pointed out above with reference to the basic form 
of the invention. 

In the modification of the invention illustrated 
in Figs. 6 and 7, the fork 17 has a pair of laterally 
divergent outer tines 18 and a pair of laterally 
divergent inner tines 20. The outer tines 18 are 
curved downward and forward away from the 
bottom of the inner tines 20 so that the tip ends 
of the innermost tines 20 are spaced from the tip 
ends of the outermost tines 18 a distance further 
than the spacing of the root ends of the tines. 
The construction results in a fork particularly useful 
for carving large pieces of meat with the diverging 
tongs functioning to wedge the meat and the ma- 
terial of the body of the fork at the root ends 
of the tines functioning to limit insertion of the 
tines into the piece of meat. 

The invention also provides an attachment ad- 
jJustably securable on an ordinary fork to provide 
the latter with a tier of auxiliary tines.

The construction is such that the said base por- 
tions 25 can be slid between the outermost tines 
27 and those immediately interior thereof with the 
yoke located beneath the tines. When the side arms 
21 of said yoke are desirably positioned relative to 
the lengths of the tines the heads 24 of the re- 
tainers 23 are pressed downward to engage the 
wide mid portions 26 of the retainers tightly be- 
tween the tines 27. Thus the side arms or auxiliary 
tines 21 are adjustably secured to the fork 28. 

It will be seen, therefore, that this attachment 
can readily be attached to and removed from the 
fork to provide the same with an auxiliary tier 
of tines. 

While I have illustrated and described the pre- 
ferred embodiments of my invention, it is to be 
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understood that I do not limit myself to the precise 
constructions herein disclosed and the right is re- 
served to all changes and modifications coming 
within the scope of the invention as defined in 
the appended claims. 


Having thus described my invention, what I 
claim as new and desire to secure by Letters 
Patent is:— 


A fork, comprising a pair of laterally divergent 
outer tines, and a pair of laterally divergent inner 
tines, said, outer tines being bent forward and 
downward away from bottom faces of said inner 
tines, said outer tines being slightly longer than 
said inner tines and having their point ends spaced 
from the point ends of said inner tines a distance 
greater than the spacing of the root ends of said 
tines.

We, Srantey Rocrers & Company Pro-

10 tained in and by the following statement :—_ 


This invention relates to an improved fold- 
ing knife, fork or spoon designed mainly for 
army or like service use, but suitable also 
for picnic, camp or other uses. 

15 The invention provides a knife, fork or 
spoon which can be easily and quickly 
folded to oceupy small space for convenience 
in carrying or packing, and also has spring 
means associated with ir whereby it is auto- 

20 matically secured or held in both the folded 
and extended position. 

According to the invention, the article 
comprises a "knife, fork or spoon part and a 
handle part, the’ latter being made from 


1 
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spring wire or the like bent to substantially 
U-shape with its ends turned to form pintle 
like members. The knife, fork or -spoon 
part is attached to or formed integrally with 
a holder member provided with flanges in 
which are holes to pivotally receive the 
pintle-like members of the handle part. 

The flanges of the holder member are 
_ shaped to form channels into which the arms 
of the handle spring to locking or securing 
position and the edges of said flanges are 
sloped or curved to facilitate the springing 
of the arms of the handle part into said 
channels and their release therefrom. 

The invention is more fully described 
aided by reference to the accompanying 
drawings wherein :— 

Fig. 1 is a front view of a folding spoon 
according to the invention, the spoon being 
shown in extended position for use. 

Fig. 2 is a side view of Fig. 1. 

Fig. 3 is a front view showing the spoon in 
folded position. 

Fig. 4 is a side view of Fig. 3. 
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Fig. 5 is a detail view of the pivotal con- 
nection between the handle part and the 
spoon part and the locking or securing 
means. 

. Fig. 6 is a cross-seetion on the line 6—6 
of Fig. i 

Fig. 7 is front view of a folding fork 
according to the invention. 

Fig. § is a similar view of a folding knife 

10 according to the invention. 

Fig. 9 is a detail view of a cover member 
for the handle. 

As shown in Figs. 1 to 6 which illustrate 
the invention applied to a spoon, the article 

15 comprises a handle part 1 and a spoon part 
2 pivotally connected together. The handle 
part is made from spring wire or the like 
bent to substantially U-shape and the ends 
of its arms 8 are turned outwardly to form 

20 pintle-like members 4 which pivotally 
engage the spoon part. 

The spoon part has an integra] extension 
5 forming a holder member which has side 
flanges 6 turned upwardly and inwardly to 

25 form channels 7 in which the spring arms 3 
of the handle part fit, see Fig. 6. Holes 8 
are formed in said flanges to receive the 
pintle-like ends 4 of the handle and form the 
pivotal connection between. the two parts. 

30 When the spoon is extended, the spring 
arms 8 of the handle part fit closely into the 
channels 7 of the holder member and are 
locked or held therein by the springiness of 
said arms so that the parts are thus rigidly 

35 secured in extended position as shown in 
Figs. 1 and 2 during the normal use of the 
article. 

To fold the spoon, the spring arms 3 of the 
handle part are first pressed inwardly as 

40 shown in Fig. 5, thus disengaging them from 
the channels 7. The handle part 1 can then 
be pivotally folded to lie flatwise against the 
spoon part 2 as shown in Figs, 3 and 4, the 
spring arms of said handle part in this posi- 

45 tion again partly engaging the channels of 
the holder member so that the spoon is held 
in folded position, 

The edges of the flanges 6 forming the 
locking channels 7 of the holder member may 

50 be sloped or inclined towards the spoon end 
as indicated by 9 so that the spring arms of 
the handle part will slide along them when 
the handle part is being moved to folded 
position. This construction, in addition to 

55 providing a wedge-like surface against which 
the spring arms of the handle” part act to

hold said handle part closed, also avoids 
necessity for pressing said spring arms in- 
wardly when releasing the handle part from 
the folded position. Thus, in extending the 
handle from the folded position, the spring 
arms slide along the inclined edges 9 until 
the arms are fully extended, when said arms 
automatically spring past the curved ends 10 
of the flanges into the channels 7 of the 
holder member, 


To prevent the pinile-like ends 4 of the’ 


spring arms from being disengaged from 
the pivot holes 8 when said arms are pressed 
inwardly to disengage them from the chan- 
nels 7 when folding the article, the holder 
member preferably. has a small upstanding 


pin 11 positioned between the spring arms.” 


Alternatively, an upturned lug or projec- 
tion pressed out from the metal may be pro- 
vided centrally on the holder member for the 
same purpose. 


In the case of a spoon and fork, the latter 
eing illustrated in Fig. 7, the holder mem- 
ber may be formed integrally as an extension 
on the spoon or fork part 2, while with a 
knife as shown in Fig. 8, the holder member 
may be formed as a separate part 12 and 
iave the knife blade 18 rivetted or otherwise 
secured to it. 

With the spoon, the spring wire handle 
part 1 may be made quite straight as the set 
of the spoon part will cause the two parts 
to lie closely together when folded. With the 
knife and fork, however, the handle part 
may be curved or its outer end bent at a 
slight angle so that the parts come closer 
together when folded and the pointed end of 
the fork and the edge of the knife blade are 
adequately protected. 


The knife can also be provided with a 
detachable casing 14 of hollow tubular for- 
mation formed of any suitable material 
which can be slidably fitted over the spring 
wire handle part 1 when the knife is to be 


used to form a substantial hand grip. Said 45 


casing can also be slidably fitted over the 
wire handle 1 and the blade 18 when the 
knife is folded to adequately protect the edge 
of the blade.. 

The improved articles as described will 
be found to be yery convenient as they can 
be easily folded into small space for ‘pack- 
ing or carrying. They are thus particu- 
larly suited for army or like service use or 
for picnic and camp use. 
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Having now fully described and ascer- 
tained our said invention, and the manner 
in which it is to be performed, we declare 
that what we claim is :— 

5 1. .\ folding knife, fork or spoon compris- 
ing a knife, fork or spoon part, a holder 
member attached to or formed integrally 
with said knife, fork or spoon part, flanges 
on the holder member shaped to form chan- 

10 nels, and a handle part made trom spring 
wire or the like bent to substantially U- 
shape with its ends turned to form pintle- 
like members which pivotally engage holes 
in the flanges of the holder member, the 

15 spring arms of the handle part springing 
into said channels to produce a locking 
action to hold the article in extended posi- 
tion for use and being capable of being 
pressed inwardly to be disengaged from said

flanges of the holder member forming the 
channels are inclined or sloped. 

25 38. A folding knife, fork or spoon as 
claimed in Claim 1 including a pin or equi- 
valent projection on the holder member to 
prevent the pintle-like ends of the handle 
part from being withdrawn from the holes

in the flanges of the holder member when 
the spring arms of the handle part are 
pressed inwardly to disengage them from the 
channels in folding the article.

7. In a folding knife, fork or spoon, the 
parts particularly as described with refer- 
ence to Fig. 5 of the accompanying drawings.

I, GrorGe Scorr Witsox, Newspaper
